WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The Gui- 


teau verdict is the powerful topic to- 
day. The prisoner is being guarded 
every moment to prevent the possi- 
bility of suicide. 


The cost of the trial will be about 


$50,000. The jury fees will amount 
to $1,500; board for the jury, $3,000; 
reporting, $5,000; witness fees and 
mileage, $10.000; counsel probably 
$5,000 each. ' 


The sentiments of the whole coun- 


try seem to support the verdict 


"Scoville evidently has little hope of 


a new trial, and John W. Guiteau 
says frankly that there is no hope, 
and feels sure that his brother must 
hang. 


It is thought that the motion for a 


new trial will be made before Judge 
Cox on Saturday, and that it will be 
overruled. Then it will go to the 
court in bane in about ten days. 
There is little prospect that the case 
will be heard again; there has been 
so much latitude permitted. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—No sooner 


was the verdict announced than a 
reporter of the Glnbf Democrat was 
dispatched to the jail to ascertain 
from the condemned his views on the 
situation and his plan for the future. 
Arriving at tho jail he found the 
warden of the prison, Gen. Crocker, 
awaiting the coming of the prisoner 
When Guiteau alighted from the 
prison van, his pale and haggard face 
indicated great depression, minglec 
with anxiety and fear. 
The jail offi 


cials remarked that he was more de 
pressed than at any time since his 
arraignment. Going into the war 
den's office, he warmed himself, ant 
then, turning to the mounted police 
men who have daily guarded the van 
in its passage to and from the jail 
and to Perry Carson, the colorec 
driver of the van, he said to them; 


"Gentlemen, I am very thankfn 


for your kind attention and zealou 
watch over me; the Lord will rewan 


you. 
If I had any money I woulc 


pay you. 
For your sakes I am glac 


that the long trial is over." 


Turning to Warden Crocker, h 


remarked: 
"The verdict startled me 


but it was not a surprise. Judg 
COX'B charge was a very fair one 
with the single exception that he di 
not dwell with sufficient force on th 
roctmt decision of tho New Yor 
Court of Appeals. Had ho done 
the jury would have acquitted 
Judgo Porters bitter speech had too 
much impression on the jury. I saw 
the effect, and hence was somewhat 
prepared for the verdict." 


"Do you have any fears that you 


will die on the scaffold 1"' asked the 
reporter. 


"I am in the hands of the Lord,' 


replied the prisoner, "and I have no 
apprehensions. 
Life is but a span. 


It is appointed unto all men once to 
die, and no man will die before his 
appointed time. 
No man can say to- 


day that he will be alive to-morrow. 
Take the case of Clarkson N. Potter. 
Only two weeks ago he was alive and 
well. I saw him in the court-room 
intensely interested in my trial. To- 
day he is in his coffin." 


"What do you intend to do?" con- 


tinued the reporter. 


"You can say to the American peo- 


ple that I have not given up hope. 
I will go to the court in bane, and I 
am satisfied that the Judges will give 
mo a fair show for my life. 
That 


court will undoubtedly consider the 
question of jurisdiction, and that is 
the point I rely on for a new trial. 
I have just received a letter from a 
very eminent lawyer of Baltimore, 
Judge Atkinson, who has kindly vol- 
unteered to appear on my behalf be- 
fore the court in bane and argue the 
case of jurisdiction. 
I understand 


that he is thoroughly posted on the 
subject. I wrote him to come to my 
assistance." 


Here the prisoner was escorted to 


his cell. A very neat supper was 
taken. Although he had stated that 
he was hungry, he ate very sparing- 
ly—only drank a cup of tea and took 
a few bites of bread. The warden 
announced to him that in the future 
a guard would constantly be stationed 
in front of his cell door. 
Smiling 


slightly, he said: "That is right, gen- 
eral; In fact, I like the plan. I will 
always have company—some one to 
talk to." 


"I do not anticipate," said Gen. 


Crocker to the reporter, "that the 
prisoner will make any attempt at 
self-destruction. 
But it is my duty 


to guard against any possible at- 
tempt of the kind. The prisoner is 
evidently badly broken; in fact I 
have noticed for the past ten days 
that his self-assurance was gradually 
failing him. But he has an extraor- 
dinary amount of hopefulness in his 
make-up. To the very last act in 
the terrible drama he will continue 
to hope for something to turn up and 
save him from the gallows. You can 
put it down that he fully compre- 
hends his terrible situation. He does 
not prate about Providence and the 
Lord's care as he did in the past He 
will not attempt to take his own life, 
but I intend that no person shall af- 
ford him any opportunity to do so, 
should the inclination seize him." 


The prisoner quickly returning to 


his depressed state of mind. General 
Crocker said to him:
